GOVERNOR STONE’S LETTER. 


From the Lexington (Mo.) News. 

In an interview published by the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, ex-Gov. Stephens charged 
that ex-Gov. Stone had by persistent urg- 
ing prevailed upon him to make an appoint- 
ment which resulted in a beneficial con- 
tract for a elient of Gov. Stone's at the 
expense of the state. In short, Stephens 
made a charge of lobbying against Gov. 
Stone. In telling of the occurrence he stated 
that Gov. Stone monopolized the long-dis- 
tance telephone at Jefferson City. To this 
Gov. Stone made a strange repiy over 
his signature, ignoring the main charge of 
lobbying, he nakes some special denials of 
facts, and growing highiy indignant over 
the charge of monopolizing the telephone, 
he says in reference to it that Goy. Steph- 
ens told ‘‘an unmitigated —— jje.” 

Sometimes a hot-headed man, smarting 
under an accusation, in a fit of passion, on 
the spur of the moment, uses such lan- 
guage, and is excused for it. In fact, peo- 
ple rather admire a man Whose rash im- 
petuous nature causes him to make such 
breaches of good manners, but this ig al- 
ways considered: as something for which 
an excuse is due. They are not meritor- 
lous, but are faults, and none are more 
ready to admit them to be such than the 
hot-tempered man himself. 

If Gov. Stone had used this language 
in the heat of passion one might make this 
excuse for him, but the context of the let- 
ter shows it to be nothing of the kind. It 
is a most artfully written letter, carefully 
and cautiously considered. Every word js 
weighed. It is the letter of a coldly cal- 
culating man. Its aim is to draw all of 
the attention to the charge of monopoliz- 
ing the telephone, away from the charge 
of lobbying. If the telephone charge nies 
all, whether true or false, jt would not be 
worth a moment's notice. Bue on this in- 
nocent statement all the wrath of an out 
raged nature ts poured. Considered {n this 
light the use of such language is inexcusa- 
ble. It is an insult to the People of the 
state. It presumes that its use will rec- 
ommend the user to the people of the state 
It is a kind of a campaign speech the lan- 
guage of the bafroom and the brothel!

The interment, however, will 
bo in the beautiful tomb at Riverside Park, 
N. ¥., where the body of her noted hus- 
band rests. 

Her daughter, Nellie Grant Sartoris, was 
the only one of her children with her at 
the time of her death. Her three sons, 
who had been summoned here, are all out 
o1 the city. 

Though Mrs. Grant had been dying since 
Saturday night, she was conscious until 
a few minutes before the end came. 


She Was a 
Missouri Girl. 

Mrs. Julia Dent Grant was born in Mis- 
souri, where in the early history of that 
state her father, Judge Dent, occupied a 
prominent place in.political and social cir- 
cles. Her brother was a classmate of 
Grant’s at West Point, and it was through 
this fact that Julla Dent became acquaint- 
ed with the young lieutenant who after- 
wards became first the commander-in-chief 
of all the Union armies during the civil 
war, and afterward occupied the White 


House,

REASONS FOR RULING. 

In his_written decision dismissing the 
motion for a new trial, Judge Ryan goes 
into each point at issue in detail. He first 
takes up the allegation of the defense that 
there was no evidence of bribery shown at 
the trial. 

Judge Ryan says that he has read very 
carefully all the testimony, and that while 
the witness Uthoff said that he was not 
bribed, the fact shows that he was bribed 
and the jury was thoroughly right in find- 
ing, from the evidence, that Snyder bribed 
him. 

Referring to the defendant’s contention 
that Uthoff said he had not been bribed, 
the court says: “It is true that on his 
cross-examination he so stated in sub- 
stance and in answer to questions put in 
various forms, but it is equally true that 
he stated facts which, if believed by the 
jury, amply justified their conclusion that 
he was bribed by the defendant.”’ 

The testimony of George J. Kobusch on 
this point, the court says, has been re- 
viewed with particular care, and the con- 
clusion is reached that ‘“‘the finding of the 
jury on that question was fully warranted 
by the evidence.”’

Dispatches to the Post-Dispatch announce 
that the Supreme Court at Jefferson City 
today reversed and remanded the case of 
Emil Meysenburg, convicted for bribery in 
Judge Douglas’ court March 27. 

Meysenburg’s trial lasted three days. He 
immediately filed a motion for a new trial, 
which was overruled by Judge Douglas .Tpe 
court granted the appeal to the Supreme 


Court and Meysenburg was released on a 
bond of $25,000, furnished by Edwards Whit- 
aker and others. 

Meysenburg was the fivst of the men in- 
dicted in the famous antiboodle crusade to 
go to trial. He was jiikewise one of the first 
indicted. 


Charged With Accepting

He was charged with accepting money 
while a member of the City Council from 
Charlies H. Turner, president of the Sub- 
urban Railway Co., through Philip Stock, 
the “legislative agent,’’ at a time when his 
vote was desired to aid the passage of ‘he 
Suburban bill through the Council.

PARIS, Dec. 16.—The Figaro this mora- 
ing publishes an article by Jean Iseoulet 
entitled *‘Roosevelt and the Latin Amer- 
ica."’
